Mr. Simons said"that the' text alone 


was farewell 
sermon 
enough. He 


briefly explained the different state- 
ments of the text. He urged them to 
keep up their prayerrneetings and keep 
the spiritual life of the church aglow. 
Many a church exists today that is 
spiritually dead and over its ioors the 
angel of the Lord has written, "Icabod, 
the glory of tbe Lord has departed." 


Mr. Simons had prepared a sermon 


but after going this far he declared he 
could not follow it further and would 
talk a little while from the heart. 


"I want to thank you all," he said, 


"for the cordial way in which you re- 
ceived me Lix years ago and for the de- 
votion of all these years. I believe 
that this has been the longest pastorate 
in the history of the church. You will 
remember when I came here that I did 
not ask to take the place of him I fol- 
lowed but that in your hearts there 
should be created a new place for me 
and all I ask now to be continued in 
that place. The relation of a pastor to 
a church should be like the pictures in

from Liverpool on September H on ! 
board, this steamship Scotsman, bound 
for Montreal, which was wrecked 01 
the shores of the Straits of Belle Isle a 
half-past two on the morning of the 
21st. It was not only a tale of ship 
wreck that they had to fell, but one o 
death, of suffering- and pillage. Foi 


at least of the Scotsman's passengers 


perished; all suffered cruelly from 
cold and privation, and, almost the 
worst horror of all, the men who wen 
supposed to succor and assist those 
commiUed to their care in the hour o 
need turned on the helpless passengers 
and with loaded guns and revolvers 
compelled them to part with the few 
valuables saved. Capt. Skrimshire am 
his officers were exceptions. For the 
honor of the British merchant marine 
the crime may not be ascribed to the 
men engaged in it, but to a gang o: 
wharf rats and hangers-on, picked up 
on the docks at Liverpool to replace the 
usual crew of the 
Scotsman, which 


joined the seamen's strike on the other 
side. 


All who perished were women. This 


is accounted for by: the fact that they 
were occupants of the first boat which 
left the steamer after she struck and 
which was swamped before it could get 
clear of the ship. The passengers were 
asleep in their berths when the ship 
struck on the rocks. A superficial ex- 
amination of the ship told the captain 
that she would be a total wreck and 
that she must be abandoned at once. 
A port lifeboat was lowered and in this 
many of the women and children were 
placed. Hardly was it clear of the ship 
when it capsized, throwing its occu- 
pants into the water. Those who per- 
ished were in this boat. Some were 
saved, for the ship had listed to port 
and several women were washed back 
onto the deck. 


Meanwhile disgraceful scenes were 


being enacted on board. Hardly had 
the vessel struck before men from the 
stokehole rushed into the cabins, and, 
slitting open valises and bags with their 
knives, toolr all the valuables they could 
lay their hands on. Several of them 
fired shotguns and tried to force men 
to leave their cabins. In more than one 
instance rings were torn from the fin- 
gers of fainting and dying women. 
Capt. Skrimshire and his officers could 
do nothing against the mob.

One of the dramatic st.ories.of the war 


in the Philippines is told iu the New 
York Sun by a young officer, just re- 
turned, who was on Gen. Lawtou's staff 
during the Malolos campaign. Lavvton 
related the incident at a gathering of 
officers in Manila; in his own words it 
was a thrilling piece of dramatic recita- 


"Soon after leaving Manila," lie said, 
entered the enemy's,country and was 


greatly annoyed by their sharpshoot- 
ers. One morning I had ordered a halt 
(o make a reconiioissance. Sitting on 
a log some distance in. front of where 
my staff.and I were standing I saw a 
man in civilian's clothes coolly watch- 
ing the operations. I asked who he 
u-as, and one of my staff told rne that 
he did not know, but he had seen the 
man on the firing. line several times, 
and, although he had been frequently 
ordered to the rear,, he as frequently 
disobeyed the orders* The lieutenant 
added: 'He has been continuously in 
front of our lines under fire, but the 
men can't keep him a'S'ay.' 


"I ordered the stranger, sent to me 


and said to him: -..'Who are you and 
u-hat are you doing there?'..He replied: 
'1 am an American citfeeh; my hame is 
Young.. I have' been a spout in the In- 
dian, campaigns-in Montaiia and the Da- 
kotas; and I thought I ivoiild come otit 
here and help the'boys,out a little.' I 
recalled his name as .'bint'of the inen 
rf'ho had done gallantHvbrk against the 
redskins,; so I .asked, him, if,..he coiild 
pick 20 men like hiiaSeJf frdia.'tlie North 
Dakota, regiment-to serve, with him.as 
scouts.

THE DEWEY CELEBRATION IN NEW YORK. 


Gold loving cup presented to Admiral 


Bewey on Saturday ,by the people of the 
city of New York. It is Roman in form and 
is made of IS-carat gold. The handles are 
formed of three dolphins, wrought in green 
gold. 
Around the neck are 45 stars, em- 


blematic of the union. The body of the 
cup is divided by the handles into three 
panels,- which are employed for the prin- 
cipal decorations. On the front panel is 
a portrait in relief of Admiral Dewey, sur- 
rounded with a wreath of oak leaves, the 
whole resting on an eagle with outstretched 
wings. 
Underneath this panel upon the 


band around the foot are the letters: 


"G. D. U. S. N." 


The second panel has chased in half re- 


lief a picture of the Olympia, and beneath 
is a shield with four stars, betokening the 
recipient's grade. ,On the third panel is a.i 
escutcheon upon which is engraved the 
inscription, with the names of the mayor 
and members of the municipal assembly 
and of the committee of plan and scope. 
The coat-of-arms of the city of New York 
appears below the inscription. About the 
feet arc a series of anchors, a rope tied in 
three knots, dolphins, seaweed and other 
nautical devices. The cup stands 13 inches 
high, has a capacity of four and a half 
quarts and cost $5,000.

Tobolsk has four great prisons built 


of massive stone. The fortress prlton 
has lately been the scene of many Im- 
provements, and only the incorrigible 
prisoners are doomed to solitary cells, 
the others being engaged in carpenter- 
ing and cloth and shoemakiug. In the 
forwarding prison are fhe exiles to Si- 
beria, whose destination is some 2,000 
miles further on. As many as 16 pris- 
oners are lodged in a cell, but as the 
rooms are light and airy this is not so 
bad as it might be. No furniture except 
rough planks is visible. There is a 
Turkish bath each prisoner may enjoy 
once a week. 


Some of the prisoners are 
men 


whose only offense was they were found 
in Russia without passports and there- 
fore were exiled. The food is coarse, 
but clean. In summer the prisons are 
tolerable places, and no hardships are 
visible, but in winter affairs take on a 
new complexion. The peasants manage 
to keep warm at home by sleeping on 
their brick stoves; in prison they have 
no stoves, and so forego all thought of 
fresh air and crowd into one room to 
keep warm. 
The atmosphere would 


poison most people.—St. Louis Re- 
public.
